Site change opposed 


No further 
federal trial 
delay likely 


U.S. District Judge. J. Waldo 
Ackerman indicated during a hearing 
Friday in Alton that he is against 
postponing the trial of former sheriff 
John Maeras, Capt. John Cooper of the 
sheriff's department and fund-raiser 
Leland Stoller beyond the scheduled 
starting date of Feb. 5. 

However, where the trial is to be held 
remains a question which is to be 
resolved in a'telephone conference call 
today between the judge and the at- 
torneys for the three. 

Judge Ackerman, indicated Friday 
that the trial likely will be held in Alton, 
but St. Louis and Springfield are 
possibilities. Both Bruce Cook, attorney 
for Maeras, and H. Carl Runge, at- 
iorney for Cooper, indicated they feel it 
in the best interests of their clients to 
remain in Alton or in this immediate 
area. 

Michael Costello, attorney for Stoller, 
however, stressed he did not feel his 
client could obtain a fair trial in 
Madison County, due to extensive news 
coverage of the federal indictment and 


the events leading up to it, including the 
Alton trial of three former Madison 
policemen who were convicted of 
racketeering and perjury. 

Costello also filed a motion asking 
that his client be separated from the 
other two defendants for trial, noting 
that five counts of the 26-count federal 
indictment do not even refer to Stoller 
or his activities. 

At one point, when Runge was 
arguing motions pertaining to Cooper 
and Maeras, he referred to Costello, 
who responded, “I’m not in this case. 
Go ahead.”’ Costello then sat down at 
the. table with the government 
prosecution. attorney, leaving Runge 
and Cook at the defense attorneys’ 
table. Costello remained at the 
prosecution table the remainder of. the 
hearing. 3 

While Judge Ackerman didnot make 
any formal rulings on the motions, he 
indicated he is opposed to moving the 
trial from Alton, because of the cost to

State to push 
for coal plant 


Governor James R. Thompson an- 
nounced Thursday he is recommending 
the state provide $18-million in Coal and 
Energy Development Bond Funds 
toward the building of a $100 million 
coal gasification demonstration plant 
near Wood River and East Alton. 

The project is designed to show how 
high-sulfur Illinois. coal can be con- 
verted into gas suitable for electricity 
production by utilities in a way that 
stays within environmentally ac- 
ceptable standards, Thompson sai 

The Governor’s recommendation to 
use the bond funds is subject to ap- 
proval by the Illinois Energy Resources 
Commission, which has 45 days to act 
upon the Governor's request. 

“Tllinois must. put itself in the 
forefront of efforts to find acceptable 
ways to use Illinois high-sulfur coal to 
produce electrical energy,”” Thompson 
said. 


“This project, in which the utilities 
themselves are the participants, ‘will 
demonstrate a way to use this state’s 
coal resources to generate electricity 
and meet environmental standards at 
the same time,” he said. 

The governor also said the project 
will have immediate benefits for 
Illinois people; It will require 300 
workers to build the plant and 100 
persons will be needed to operate it. 

The facility would be built in part- 
nership by the Allis-Chalmers Cor- 
poration, which developed the 
gasification technology, the Illinois 
Power Company and 10 other eastern 
and midwestern electric utilities, which 
are the eventual market for the 
process. 

The coal ‘gasification plant, which 
would test a process known as

We will talk to neighbors, 
teachers, past employers 
We want to know what type 
of a person they are.” 

“Our deputies must set an 
example. Policemen see 
people when they are very 
upset, just after a burglary 
or loss of a loved one in the 
family. The first image the 
officer presents has a 
definite and very lasting 
influence on people.” 

Among the new methods of 
operations of the Sheriff's 
Department, Bright men- 
tioned a ‘Mobile Reserve” 
unit. 


This unit will act in-. 


dependently and not be 
assigned a particular section 
of the county. The unit will 
be able to saturate an area 
when needed. 

One of the programs the 
Sheriff's Department is 
trying to set,up is to have 
citizen band radios in each 
patrol car, he said. 

“The phone system we 
have at the department was 
fine 30 years ago, but with 
only a few emergency lines it 
could be hard'to get through, 
and calling us for many is a 
toll call. Most farmers and 
many people in the rural 
areas have citizen band 
radios. If we were 
monitoring Channel Nine, 
our response time to a call 
would be much faster.’’

VENICE — _ Respec- 
tability. 

It’s something Ken 
Perkins and his Venice 
basketball team are fighting 
for. It’s also something 
which Venice had lost over 
the last two seasons. 

The former (1975) state 
Class A state champions had 
become a pushover to other 
teams. Coaches who once 
shuddered at the thought of 
having to face the Red Devils 
began laughing at the 
thought instead. Venice went 
from state champion to 1-21 
in less than two seasons, A 
real riches-to-rags story. 

, But things are changing. 
‘Perkins watched on here 
Friday night as,his Venice 
team clobbered Livingston 
72-54 enroute to its sixth 
victory in its last seven 
games to raise its record to 
6-7.

“I think we're starting to 
taise a few _ people's 
eyebrows,”’ said Perkins. “‘I 
mean, ‘after tonight we're 
just a game away from .500 
after a horrendous start. 
People aren’t taking us too 
lightly any more.” 

“1 know it looks good on 


paper for a 5-7 team to beat a 
9-2 one, but when they 
(Livingston) were playing 
lesser teams, we were 
playing teams like Vashon 
and Sumner from St. Louis 
and Madison.’" 

Perkins was .trying to 
downplay his team’s 18-point 
bulge over Livingston. ‘Our 
defense wasn’t really very 
good," he said. “In fact when 
it was close there in the first 
half, we almost let the flow of 
the game get away from us.” 

“But we caused some 
turnovers and hit some 
important baskets to keep 
things going our way.’ 

The first half was physical. 
Very physical. Not so muct 
because of what Venice was 
doing, but. what Livingston 
was doing. Even though they 
were being out-finessed, the 
Eagles weren’t being out- 
hustled. ‘They are a scrappy 
bunch,” said Perkins. ‘They 
made us do some things we 
didn’t want to do . like 
commit turnovers in the 
second quarter that kept it 
close.””

He took it 
upon himself in-the second 
half to go out and do 
something about it. When the 
other guys saw it, they 
started in too.”* 

Perkins’ unit operated the 
entire first half without the 
services of guard Reggie 
Mathis. He was benched by 
Perkins because of a 
disciplinary action, But he 
started the second half and 
made his presence felt 

“Reggie completed our 

starting unit,”’ said Perkins. 
‘I think one of the main 
reasons we didn’t look too 
good in the first half was that 
Reggie wasn’t in there. 
+ “But with him in the game, 
we started to look more like 
a team. Livingston didn’t 
give us as much trouble as 
they did in the first half. 

Despite the fact that 
Venice had things its own 
way for the most part in the 
second half, the Red Devils 
still did not control the 
rebounding department.

Clipping the wings of 
globe-hopping congressmen 
who travel at taxpayers’ 
expense with little purpose 
except entertainment is one 
of the 1979 goals of Rep. Tom 
Corcoran, R-Ottawa. 

Corcoran who brings these 
Marco: politicos closer to 
home through the simple 
expedient of public ex- 
posure. 

Currently, a congressman 
bitten by the travel bug 
needs only the approval of 
the chairman of the com- 
mittee or subcommittee 
sponsoring the trip. 

Corcoran would change the 
House rules to require that 
all travel be approved by the 
full committee at an open 
meeting, with any member 
able to call for a_ public 
record vote on the trip. 

A congressman would 
have to say beforehand what 
he expects the trip to cost 
and to accomplish. When he 
returns, he would have to 
report the actual costs, what 
was done and what was 
learned. Both reports would 
be public. 

Corcoran’s idea is’ aimed 
ivoth at congressmen who 
abuse travel privileges and 
those who do not ‘travel but 
wink at the abuses. 

A committee member who 
did not take a junket but did 
not oppose it could be held 
accountable, Corcoran 
noted.

Corcoran is not opposed to 
all travel, only the trips 
where the purpose does not 
justify the expense. 

The absence of purpose for 
some of the trips was driven 
home to Corcoran during the 
Easter, 1977, congressional 
recess when a post office and 
civil service committee 
Staffer asked him if he 
wanted to go to Europe. 

“I told him my schedule 
was full, but I wanted to 
know what the purpose of the 
trip was,’ Corcoran 
recounted. 

“He said he would have to 
get back to me, adding it was 
the first time anybody had 
asked him that. 

“The purpose of the trip? 
They wanted to look at mail 
handling procedures in 
Portugal or some damn 
thing.” 

Corcoran made a stab at 
curbing the junketeers last 
summer. He rounded up 25 
co-sponsors for his rule 
change, but it was a too little, 
too late effort, and his bill 
was bottled up in the rules 
committee, 

This time he is more 
hopeful. He said he will offer 
it early, thinks there is a 
more conservative mood in 
congress and views the new 
chairman of the rules 
committee, Rep. Richard 
Bolling, D-Mo., as more 
reform-minded than his 
predecessor. 

Even if it does not become 
a part of the overall House’ 
rules, individual committees 
could incorporate the idea in 
their own rules, Corcoran 
said. 

He plans to advance the 
proposal in the two com- 
mittees on which he serves, 
Government Operations and 
Post Office and Civil Ser- 
vice. 

Co-incidentally, the 
ranking Republican on the 
Post Office committee, Ed 
Derwinski of Flossmoor, is 
one’ of the leading 
congressional travelers. 

Derwinski made four 
overseas trips at taxpayer’s 
expense in 1977, a record 
matched or surpassed by 
only 18 of the 435 
representatives and 100 
senators, according to a 
study published last year by 
“Congressional . Quarterly’, 
an independent publication. 

Corcoran thinks Derwinski 
may be sympathetic to at 
least discussing the idea 
because he has been “very 
open’’ about his travels. 

“I do not think zEd ever 
made a trip that he did not 
think was legitimate,” 
Corcoran said defensively. 

Derwinski is not the only 
Illinois Globe-Trotter.

Mom 
and Dad, daughters Jennifer, 14 and Rebecéa, 8, and son Joe, 
10, make up this very active family. Mickey joined the family 
in August and after a little shuffling for bedroom space, fit 
right in. 

titre: Papa said she worried at first if the teenager from 
Germany would be upset by the mobility of her active family. 
“Mickey told me that her family was just as active,’”’ she 
said, “I quit worrying about it after that.” 

; The Papas wondered if having another teenage girl in the 
house would change their lifestyle any. ‘The idea of having 
two teenagers in the house was a bit of a worry,’’ said Mr.

Hearing on license 
for Upper Level - 


A hearing is set for 10 a.m 
Wednesday on the status of 
the liquor license of the 
Upper Level Lounge, 19th 
and State streets, during 
which Granite City Mayor 
Paul Schuler, acting as the 
city’s liquor license com- 
missioner, will decide 
whether the lounge’s license 
should be permanently 
revoked a second time. 

The first revocation order 
issued Jan. 5 is under appeal 
to the state liquor license 
commissioner. 

Charges to be brought 
before Schuler Wednesday 
include allegations that 
Joseph Stemmer Jr., liquor 
license holder, filed a false 
affidavit with the court and 
gave false oral testimony 
before Associate Judge P. J 
O'Neill Jan. 9 when seeking a 
temporary restraining order 
to keep the city from closing 
the lounge. 

It also alleged Stemmer 
did nét cooperate with 
authorities following a 
disturbance Jan. 7 at the 
lounge and an employee 
threatened bodily harm to a 
witness outside the lounge 
entrance, according to 
papers being prepared by 
Assistant City Attorney John 
Papa for the hearing. 

Schuler ordred a seven- 
day ‘suspension of the 
lounge’s liquor license Jan. 
8, but the lounge reopened 
Jan. 9, under the temporary 
restraining order. O'Neill 
agreed to nullify that court 
order if the city could hold a 
hearing on the suspension 
Wednesday morning, Jan 
10. 


At that hearing, Schuler 
upheld the seven-day 
suspension, ordering the 
lounge closed until this 
evening. Stemmer then had 
his attorney appeal the 
suspension order to the state 
liquor license commissioner 
and served notice of appeal 
on Granite City police 
Thursday evening. 

However, at p.m 
Thursday, Schuler ordered 
police to close the lounge on 
legal advice that a seven-day 
suspension order could not 
be appealed to the state 
Police closed it at 11:10 p.m 
Thursday, ordering 11 
customers to leave what wa 
described as Stemmer's 
birthday party 

Friday, an attorney for the 
city contacted the legal staff 
of the state liquor license 
commissioner and was in- 
formed the lounge may 
remain open while the seven 
day suspension order is 
under appeal 

Schuler said the city then 
“reluctantly allowed Mr 
Stemmer to reopen Friday 

The latest round of legal 
actions to attempt to close 
the lounge is the result of a 
disturbance at closing time 
Jan. 7 in which one youth 
was struck on the head with 
a tire iron or similar weapon. 

Schuler noted the first 
suspension, issued Jan. 5, 
was the result of a distur- 
bance in lat December in 
which police found a gun and 
a knife in the tavern. The 
state liquor license com- 
missioner has not yet acted 
on the first appeal, Schuler 
stated this morning

Closing Venice High 
among alternatives 


Alternatives the Venice 
School District must con- 
sider to allow schools to 
continue operations in the 
1979-80 school year — from 
closing the high school to 
eliminating teachers, other 
staff members and 
programs — were discussed 
at Thursday night’s meeting 
of the Venice Board of 
Education. 

Although teacher cutbacks 
are listed on the checklist of 
possible steps to take to 
reduce expenditures, 
Superintendent of Schools 
Robert N. Vickers said 
commitments made for the 
current school year will be 
honored. 

A special meeting was set 
for 7 p.m. Jan. 29 to review 
the proposed cutbacks, 
which were included in a 
checklist of priorities given 
board members at last 
week's meeting. 


The board also signed a 
contract with Illinois School 
Consultants of Napierville, 
IIL, to sell funding bonds and 
agreeing to pay the firm one 
percent of the amount of 
bonds sold for the district. 

The Venice district is 
trying to sell $600,000 in 
funding bonds, but so far has 
been unsuccessful. If the 
bonds are not sold by the 
Napierville firm, therewill 
be no charge to Venice. 

Vickers said a check for 
$7,484 was received last 
week as Venice's share of P- 
874 Impact funds, allocated 
to districts with students 
whose .parents work on 
federal property, and those 
living in low rent housing 
projects. 

Of the amount, a total of 
$6,000 must be spent directly 


on services benefiting pupils 
living in low rent housing 
and for no other purpose, 
Vickers explained, 

These funds were assigned 
to pay the second semester 
salary of Jacqueline Adams, 
a remedial reading teacher 
at the high school level. Miss 
Adams presently is a sub- 
stitute teacher in the district. 

Vickers asked the board 
members to place a number 
one next to expenses on the 
checklist they believe 
deinitely can be eliminated 
to reduce costs, a number 
two beside the items they 
want to discuss further anda 
number three by those items 
they believe should be kept. 

The superintendent said he 
met with school district 
personnel-and explained the 
possible cutbacks and why 
they were necessary to 
continuing operations. 

Topping the priority list is 
the closing of Venice High 
School with an estimated 
savings of $200,000. 

Students would be 
assigned to another district 
and the tuition and tran- 
sportation costs would be 
paid by Venice. 

The second largest 
estimated amount listed was 
cutting back to one teacher 
per grade in grades 4 
through 8, for a reduction in 
five teachers, with class 
sizes from 39 to 49 pupils, at a 
savings of $70,000

Water taste back to normal 


Officials of  Illinois- 
American Water Co., which 
serves most of the Quad-City 
area, said this morning 
problems which have caused 
the water to taste unusual 
since late Thursday have 
been corrected and the water 
being discharged into the 
water lines now is normal.: 

Robert Jackson, water 
company manager for this 
area, said the unusual taste 
in the water was a com- 
bination of two factors, 
neither harmful to those who 
drank the water. 

Standard Oil Co. notified 
the water company Thur- 
sday evening that the 
refinery in Wood River had 
accidentally discharged an 
excessive amount of phenols, 
a by-product of the refining 
process, into the Mississippi 
River. By Thursday night, 
the phenols could be 
measured in the water being 
pumped from the river by 
the water company’s 
pumping station, Jackson 
said. 

Most persons tasting the 
water said they tasted ex- 
cessive chlorine and several 
complaints were received, 
Jackson said. Actually, the 
taste was a combination of 
the chlorine and the phenols, 
although the chlorine taste 
tends to become more 
pronounced when the water 
from the river is cold, as it 
now is due to the recent 
severe weather, Jackson 
said. 

He noted the river water 


was processed through 
earbon filters, which 
removed any danger and did 
take out most of the unusual 
taste from the phenols, but 
which were unable to 


.jremove all of the taste. 


The accidental discharge 
has passed this area and the 
water should. now taste 
normal, he concluded.

Q. How can I stay healthy? 

A. I confess, this is a put-up 
question. I am asking it 
myself to ‘see if there is 
something basic beyond the 
usual prescriptions of diet, 
exercise and other rules for 
“healthy” living. 

We have heard more and 
more that a major factor in 
illness is stress. Well then, 
let’s look at stress and see if 
there is anything to be done 
about it, 

If everything happened the 
|—way I would like and others. 
acted the way I would like 
them to, wouldn't my life be 
free of stress? If my life were 
free of stress, wouldn’t I then 

be healthy? 

It does seem that much of 
our activity is directed 
toward getting others to do 
and say what we would like, 
and getting the things that we 
believe will bring us 
happiness, contentment, joy, 
love and so forth, If there is a 
fallacy in all this somewhere, 
we'd better find out, because 
lots of us are getting very ill 
pursuing this path 

We need to__ start 
somewhere, so let's first take 
a look at what we have versus 
what we are looking for, 
struggling for, fighting for; 
and getting constantly 
frustrated in the attempt. At 
the same time as ‘we take 
stock of what we have, let’s 
also assign some value to it so 


we can know where we stand. 

What is the one basic thing 
that you have? If you are 
reading this article, you must 
have life. So, I think you'll 
agree you have life. Now 
what value can we put on 
your life? This can certainly 
vary a great deal. 

Ask a millionaire dying of a 
sudden heart attack in the 
middle of a big deal he -has 
been working on, how much 
he would give of his money 
for a little more life. Ask the 
Person about to jump off a 
bridge how much he would 
give for some more life. 
You'd get two rather 
different answers in those 
examples. Since we'd 
probably never —get 
agreement on the exact 
monetary value of life, let’s 
look at it a different way. 

Why not evaluate your life 

in terms of what percentage 
it is of what you want? Since 
most of what you want 
{requires you to have life to 
know it and to enjoy it, your 
life must constitute a pretty 
big percentage of what you 
want. Would 90 percent be a 
lfair ‘figure to use? Let's 
assume it is. 

Go down the list a little 
ways. Can you see, hear, 

Jiaste, feel? What are they 
‘worth? Don’t take my word 
{for it. Ask the person who has 
Jlest it. Ask them to put some 
kind of value on that function. 
In fact, ask a blind person 
how much his hearing is 
worth to him, or a deaf person 
|how important is his vision. 
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They have learned to value 
more what is left than 
perhaps you or I who still 
have these senses. Well, let’s 
be very conservative and 
give them a 1 percent. 

So you have adequate food 
and shelter? Sure, you could 
have a bigger house and 
fancier dishes to eat, but is 
yours adequate? Would a 
starving or homeless person 
be content with what you 
have? Chalk up another 1 
percent, 

Can you make a living? 
Enough to provide at least the 
minimum — necessities, and 
keep you busy a bit of the 
time? Another 1 percent 

What are your friends 
worth to you? Another 1 
percent or only .5 percent? 

Go down the list a little 
further and you'll discover 
you're running out of 
percentages. That means 
that you have to go back and 
readjust your figures. But, 
how can you? 

You really can't reduce 
your life value by much since 
most of the others depend on 
it. Well, would it be fair to say 
that you end up having at 
least 95 percent of your 
preferences all the time? 

‘That's what you spend your 
time struggling for, hoping 
for, wishing for and being 
upset about if you don’t get it. 

What is it that the world 
and its people spend most of 
their time and effort thinking 
about? Isn’t it that 5 
percent that seems to elude 
us? What would happen if 
everyone paid all that 
attention to being aware of 
the 95 percent that they have 
already? Furthermore, in 
most cases, that 95 percent 
was given to them — free! It 
was all provided when they 
arrived in this world, with no 
strings attached. It even 
came with two “slaves” who 
seemed ready to do anything 
to make the new arrival 
happy and content. 

‘This seems to be the time of 
year when such reflections 
are in order. It isn’t far- 
fetched to suggest that we 
\spend a lot more time 
‘considering that 90-plus 
percent that we have and 
being very thankful and 
grateful for these gifts. When 
we do this, what happens to 
that other 5 percent or so? 
‘Try it and find out. It doesn’t 
seem quite as important as it 
did before, does it? 

What do you suppose 
happens to your stress levels 
during this process? Again, 
‘try it and- find out. Do you 
suddenly find out that a sense 
of joy overtakes you, a kind of 
peaceful feeling, =a 
contentment? Whatever 
jailments or complaints you 
‘had before are a litle iess 
limportant, less painful, less 
bothersome. 

Now do you suppose you 
‘could go through th: 
;Procedure a little more often? 
'How about every day, maybe 
ifor just a few minutes, or 
maybe more? Do you suppose 
you would be healthier? Try 
it. 
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Call SIUE budget cut ‘devastating’ 


The Faculty Organization 
for Collective Bargaining at 
Southern Ilinois University 
at Edwardsville said last 
week that the IBHE 
recommendations for a 
$720,000 cut in the SIUE base 
budget would be 
‘devastating’ to the 
University. 

The IBHE (illinois Board 
of Higher Education), in 
recommending operating 
budgets for next year (FY 
80), tabulated instructional 
costs in Illinois institutions 
and found that some were 
“overfunded” compared to 
others. Their calculations 
indicated that SIUE was 
overfunded by about 3.6 
million dollars. 

The IBHE staff recom- 
mended cuts in the base 
budget for the University 
amounting to 20 percent of 
that total or about $720,000 
Thus, even though ‘the 
University may get more 
money if the legislature and 
the governor approve the 
IBHE recommendations, it 
will have to find $720,000 to 
fund pay increases, cost 
increases, and new 
programs. 

Calling the cuts 
“‘abhorrent,’’ Rosanda 
Richards, president of the 
FOCB, stated, “It’s simply 
unreasonable for the IBHE 
to expect us to make these 
kinds of enormous ‘ad- 
justments in one year. The 
implication in their method 
is also that this may happen 
for the next five years and 
repeated action of this type 
would completely destroy 
SIUE. 

““We've been told over and 
over by the president and the 
vice president and provost 
that SIUE has good relations 
with the IBHE. If the staff of 
IBHE are our ‘friends,’ we 
would hate-te see what our 
enemies “ould do to us.”” 

George Henderson, former 
FOCB president, said, 
“We've been aware of 
SIUE’s high administrative 
costs for many years and the 
FOCB has issued numerous 
public complaints about 
them dating back to 1973. On 
the other hand, our direct 
instruction and depart- 
mental research costs are 
relatively low. 
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nothing to correct this 
situation and, in fact, has 
continued to build a 
bureaucratic empire after 
publicly pledging it would 
reduce administrative costs. 

“Now the faculty, staff, 
and students are being asked 
to pay the price of these 
excesses. We hope the public 
will support the faculty in 
our effort to get these ad- 
ministrative costs under 
control; they are an enor- 
mous waste of the taxpayers’ 
money." 

John Ellsworth, FOCB 
president-elect, former 
University administrator, 
and chairman of a special 
Faculty Senate committee to 
develop a salary policy for 
the University, indicated 
that one of the ironies in 
these cuts is that faculty 
salaries at AIUE are 
relatively low. 

“Even the IBHE, which 
develops its own comparison 
group of institutions, shows 
that salaries at SIUE for the 
senior ranks are low com- 
pared to institutions such as 
Illinois State, SIUC, Nor- 
thern, and Chicago Circle. 

“If we are overfunded and 
yet we have low salaries this 
indicates that the money is 
going somewhere other than 
into teaching.” 

“Ellsworth, who has met 
with considerable  ad- 
ministrative delay in 
establishing a stepped salary 
plan, indicated that the 
Faculty Senate plan would 
enable SIUE to manage its 
internal affairs better and 
assure that no more money 
flows into administrative 
areas from faculty salaries. 

Ellsworth also indicated 
that the work of the 
University Senate Budget 
Review Committee would 
take on special significance 
now 

He said, “In his message 
to the Board of Trustees, 
President Shaw indicated 
that $600,000 was reallocated 
last year — most of it going 
from high cost areas to low 
cost areas. We don’t see 
evidence that that has oc- 
curred, and apparently very 
few dollars have gone back 
into direct instruction, a low 
cost area in the institution. 
In addition, every time we 
ask the administration to 
improve our salaries by 
bringing them into line with 
our comparison group, they 
say..that there is no more 
money.” 

The FOCB has repeatedly 
made suggestions for ‘‘belt- 
tightening”’ in ad- 
ministrative costs to im- 
prove faculty salaries. The 
administration responds that 
it is impossible to find the 
money. Now the IBHE 
recommends a devastating 


base budget cut and 
President Shaw seems 
prepared to acquiesce 

“It is particularly im- 
portant now to see that the 
bulk of these base budget 
cuts come from ad- 
ministrative areas that do 
not directly impact on the 
faculty and students. If this 
does not happen, faculty will 
be demoralized and become 
even more cynical about the 
operation of the University,”” 
Ellsworth concluded. 

The FOCB pledged to fight 
the base budget cuts in the 
legislature and to work with 
the governor to restore the 
cuts. They also indicated 
that the recommended

budget should give some 
consideration to the fact that 
faculty had lost nearly 20 
percent in purchasing power 
over the last six years and 
that the state retirement 
system was in danger of 
eventual bankruptcy. 

Richards said, ‘‘It is ob- 
vious that John Corbally at 
the University of Illinois is 
much more concerned about 
this problem than either of 
the Southern Illinois 
University presidents. I 
guess if faculty made 
anything approaching 
President Shaw’s $54,000 
salary, they might feel 
better about the effects of 
inflation, too.”

Arrests increased by 64 
percent in the city of

Traffic arrests in 1978 
increased from 306 in 1977 to 
690, an increase of 115 per- 
cent in 1978. 

Decreases ‘in. major 
crimes, showing 1977 figure 
first, followed by 1978, are: 
forcible rape 4-2, robbery 11- 
5; assault and battery 82-78, 
burglary 104-99, theft 134-119, 
and auto theft 52-23. 

Fine money collected 
during 1978 was $19,426 
compared to $10,281 in 1977. 

Burglar alarm calls in- 
creased from 874 in 1977 to 
1,098 in 1978. 

Total number of radio, 
telephone and logged entries 
decreased from 35,158 in 1977 
to 30,458 in 1978. 

The Madison City Council 
and Mayor Mike Sasyk 
complimented the Madison 
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Police department for what 
was described as a “fine 
job” during 1978.

Scare stories about house plants 


By ALBERT MEYER 

Plants can’t talk but they 
need help to combat scare 
stories that seem to surface 
periodically — stories about 
deadly house plants. 

The American Association 
of Nurserymen is trying to 
combat the idea that 
poisonous plants are lurking 
all about the home and 
garden, just at a time when 
green or flowering plants are 
highly popular. 

One plant that has been 
especially maligned is the 
popular and colorful poin- 
settia, of which more than 35 
million are marketed each 
Christmas season. The 
association claims there is 
no proof that anyone has died 
from eating poinsettia 
leaves. 

In many tests the plants 
have been fed to rats without 
harmful results, but that’s no 
reason to use poinsettia 
leaves in a salad. 

Of course, poisonous 
plants are around, which, if 
eaten, may produce some 
kind of toxic reaction (or 
even death) for some per- 
sons but not others. But the 
presence of plants around 
the home is no more 
dangerous than cleansing 


Public may 
help develop 
soil programs 


The public can help 
develop future soil con- 
servation programs, Jack 
Vasey, Madison County Soil 
and Water Conservation 
District board, vice- 
chairman, said last week. 

In an effort to safeguard 
soil and water quality, the 
Illinois Legislature ' has 
amended the state’s Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
Law. The amendment 
directs the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to 
develop guidelines for a 
comprehensive erosion and 
sedimentation program for 
Illinois land. 

Vasey said the Illinois 
Department of Agriculture 
will hold a public hearings on 
its proposed program and 
guidelines early in 1979. 
Once the guidelines have 
been set, each soil and water 
conservation district will 
have two years to develop 
erosion control standards 
following the department's 
guidelines. Local districts 
will have advisory com- 
mittees — representing a 
wide variety of interests — to 
help develop the standards. 
These standards will also be 
discussed and voted upon at 
local public hearings, he 
added. 

Cost-sharing money and 
technical assistance will be 
available, to help land users 
comply with erosion control 
Standards, providing 
adequate local, state or 
federal funds are obtainable.

To scotch rumors that 
many persons, especially 
children, die annually from 
eating plants, persons can 
contact the National 
Clearinghouse for Poison 
Control Centers, a division of 
the Food and Drug 
Administration in Bethesda, 
Md. 


The agency collects data 
from more than 500 poison 
control stations across the 
nation. The Clearinghouse 
has reported only five deaths 
from plant ingestion (eating 
plants) since 1970, and one of 
those reports was retracted 
later because of a clerical 
error in preparing computer 
punch-cards. 

Of the four confirmed 
deaths, one was from eating 
Jimson weed, often found 
growing wild around farm- 
steads and used as an illicit 
drug. Another death resulted 
from an overdose of peyote, 
an illegal hallucinogen 
growing in deserts of the 
Southwest. One child died

from eating black peper 
which comes under the 
agency's classification of 
plant ingestion. One woman 
reportedly died from 
drinking sassafras tea made 
from plant roots she had dug. 

She had been hospitalized 
a year earlier for the same 
reason. Investigators 
wonder if the roots were 
really from a sassafras tree 
(or may have been collected 
too late in the growing 
season). 

Horticulturists say there 
are about 700 species of 
plants with varying degrees 
of toxicity, but claim that is 
no reason for outlawing 
them. They are something 
people learn to live with and 
enjoy 

For example, persons fond 
of rhubarb pie or sauce 
should confine usage to the 
plant stalks which are safe 
and delicious, but shouldn't 
let their enthusiasm for the 
plant extend to using the 
plant’s poisonous leaf 
blades. 

Even though some persons 
believe so, parsnip roots are 
not toxic. Potatoes having 
greenish colored skins from 
exporsure to the sun should 
either be peeled deeply or 
discarded. Sprouts on tubers 
also should be cut out. 

Beware of the beans of 
castor plants gardeners 
often grow for the decorative 
effects of the bold and lush 
foliage. For children’s safety 
remove the plant’s flowers 
as soon as they appear to 
prevent formation of a seed 
pod. The seeds are so toxic 
that some persons place 
them in mole runways in 
lawns to kill the pesky 
animals. 

Some persons cherish the 
early spring tender shoots of 
pokeweed plants to cook in 
combination with other wild 
or garden greens, but the 
adult plant and its berries 
are considered somewhat 
toxoc. Children should be 
kept from eating the 
pokeberries that in earlier 
days were used as a dye. 

If the child is suspected of. 
nibbling on a plant of 
unknown qualtities, try to 
induce vomiting until he can 
be taken to a physician. If 
possible take along a 
specimen of the plant to aid 
in treatment. The local 
poison control center also 
may be contacted for help.

Why not enjoy “palatably 
perfect” citrus fruits any time . . . not just 
at breakfast. 


The produce department is teeming 
with colorful vitamin C rich citrus fruit. . . 
oranges, grapefruit, lemons, limes and tan- 
gerines . . .just waiting to become a refresh- 
ing part of meals and between meal snacks. 
They make a great low-calorie treat in 
salads, freshly squeezed, as lunch bag 
brighteners or in luscious desserts. 


Most citrus fruits are sold by a num- 
bered size . . . the lower the number, the 
larger the fruit. When selecting fresh citrus, 
choose those that feel heavy with firm 
skins and are free of any blemishes or soft 
spots. Although some skins may be tinged 
with green, they are all picked when fully 
mature. Some may have thick skins as 
nature’s protection from hot or cold tem- 
peratures, wind or heavy rain. 


Keep citrus fruit at their best in the 
refrigerator’s vegetable crisper for up to 3 
weeks.

Seediess Nave/ oranges are considered the finest 
eating orange in the world. They are recognized 
by a navel-like formation at the blossom end. 


Valencia oranges are great for juice. They do have 
a few seeds and their often green-tinged skin is 
thinner than Navels. 


Easy peeling Tangerines come in several -varieties 
like the Algeriansand Dancies with their thin, 
~ pebbly skins: The stem pnd leaf are often still 
attached: 


Mandarins, lik @ the Kinnow, have a light orange 
smooth skin with a mild flavor and a few seeds. 













Tangors, like juicy Temple or Royal Mandarins, 
are a cross between a tangerine and an orange. 
They're larger than other tangerines with a very 
sweet orange-like flavor and many seeds. 


A cross between a tangerine and a grapefruit is 
called a Tangel/o. Their tart-sweet flavor is char- 
acterized in the Minneola which has a knob-like 
formation at one end. 


Both pink and white grapefruit have few seeds plus 
an eye-opening flavor. Many people feel that 
the pink fleshed varieties are sweeter, though 
experts say there’s no difference. 


Lemons are picked by size and then allowed to 
ripen. One lemon gives 1 tablespoon grated peel 
or squeeze 6 lemons for 1 cup juice. 


Bearss and Persian are varieties of refreshing tart 
limes. One lime yields 2 tablespoons juice or 2 
teaspoons grated peel. 








e Valencia oranges make the best juice. Make it 
ahead, cover and refrigerate. 


e Juice from Navel oranges may turn bitter if not 
used immediately.
